1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Invention I, claims 1 -36 in the reply filed on 
9/21/05 is acknowledged. However, upon reconsideration the Examiner has concluded 
that there should have been a restriction done in addition to the prior restriction. The 
Examiner apologized for any inconvenience brought upon the Applicants. An additional 
restriction is necessitated due to the recognized divergent subject matter.

(3) Within each of the djet deliverv module , there is lack of unity between the 
following patentably distinct species, please elect from one of these distinct Species : 

Speciesll : a diet delivery module as shown in Figures 17-19. 
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Species 22: a diet delivery module as shown in Figures 20-24. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, it appears that there is no generic claim.
